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Rhetoric the Ministry

THOUGHTFUL MINISTER REGARDS RHETORIC 

both essential and suspect. welcomes its 
insights but guard against its possible per- 
versions. This means, course, that like ancient 
and modern rhetoricians discriminating rather 
than uncritical his adoption principles. But 
the minister’s reservations are theological well 
Socratic origin, and shall try keep this 
distinctive problem view all times discuss- 
ing “Rhetoric the Ministry.” 

For convenience analysis shall 
three loose categories which keep bobbing and 
down through the centuries: (1) the personal 
qualifications the speaker; (2) the power 
working the character and emotions the 
audience; and (3) persuasive argumentation; the 
speaker, the audience and the argument. 


First, then, the character qualifications 
the speaker. most his public speaking the 
minister not essentially actor engaging 
imitation nor scholar reporting his findings but 
witness proclaiming. “That which have seen 
and hear, declare unto you.” This testimony 
its genuine, uncorrupted sense, and have 
meaning must come out background great 
integrity. 

minister who characterized this integ- 
rity may effective speaker, especially con- 
gregations who know him, despite the fact that his 
speaking style may fail measure any 
the principles advocated Speech textbooks. 

Once opening class session played tape 
recorded extracts from sermons three different 
preachers and invited the students submit writ- 
ten comments concerning their style delivery. 
The preachers were not identified and each was 
unknown all but one two members the 
class. One the men recorded was Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, who thoroughly enjoyed few 
the written comments when later heard about 
them. Here are several: 

“This speaker evidently fundamentalist.” 
“This speaker should stop preaching and become 
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conscious his teacher role.” “He would offen- 
sive sophisticated audience.” “His expression 
ideas juvenile and elementary” and this stu- 
dent misspelled juvenile! 

For persons who know Dr. Fosdick know 
about him his style natural and animated; they 
associate with his voice their knowledge 
courage and scholarship and they listen receptively. 
For persons who not know him his style appar- 
ently does not win hearing, least the outset, 
and does not justice what has say. 

must face squarely the implications 
this considering the place rhetoric the 
ministry. including delivery rhetoric, 
did the ancients, and not separating voice and 
diction from public address, many moderns. 
How important delivery revealing the integ- 
rity the personality? not new question, 
and conclusion still good. comparing 
the philosopher who unable speak with the 
orator who ignorant has observed, “If had 
choose one the two, should prefer unelo- 
quent good sense loquacious folly. But 
inquired which the more eminent excellence 
the palm given the learned orator.” 


Many young people preparing for the ministry 
today stop short his final statement. They have 
observed several the profound preachers 
this generation uneloquent good sense; and they 
favor over the loquacious folly certain other 
“popular preachers,” who becoming celebrities 
call attention themselves instead God, de- 
spite their verbal disclaimers. These young people 
are also likely shy away from eloquence because 
its association with exaggeration and artificiality 
contemporary commercialized popular culture. 

not suggesting that this reluctance 
fully expressive universal nor that when exists 
always conscious even honest. some in- 
stances person escapes from the demanding dis- 
cipline rhetoric rationalizing that not 
academically respectable anyway. other cases 
overly restrained style monotonous pattern 
may symptomatic deep personal disturbances. 
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speaker may not sound convincing primarily be- 
cause unconvinced. 

The recognition diagnostic possibilities 
delivery must not lead uncritical and absolute 
acceptance the reverse the principle. Just 
because some speakers reveal their anxieties and 
tensions their delivery, does not follow that 
every speaker with integrity and conviction will 
inevitably and automatically have effective de- 
livery. suppose have all known instances 
where person has had clear orientation, deep 
commitment and genuine desire communicate, 
but his oral expression this desire false rather 
than faithful because has never learned the pro- 
per use his marvelous vocal instrument. 


Some ministers even attempt de-personalize 
their delivery expression their “priestly” 
function. There place certain traditions for 
the liturgical chant, which suggests the heritage 
the ages, but there place all traditions for 
preaching which includes element witness 
and which involves the communicator. Except for 
the conduct liturgical worship, very doubt- 
ful whether desirable even possible for 
person achieve de-personalization his de- 
livery. exaggerated emphasis interpretation 
usually delusion. 

This the point where find possible make 
contact with many ministers who have been condi- 
tioned against the disciplines involved cultivating 
good habits speech. They are often intrigued 
the symbolic complications which arise when the 
verbal becomes auditory. They see that there 
inescapable relationship between form and con- 
tent. soon verbal symbols are voiced they 
acquire additional, significant connotations; they 
are colored the voice and the choice coloring 
should deliberate rather than accidental. 

The lugubrious articulation joyous passage 
false translation. What the minister intends 
make sound like the “heritage the ages” may 
sound for this generation more like demonstra- 
tion “tired blood.” 

remember radio station manager who once 
told that hiring announcers selected men 
who could take laundry list and make sound 
like declaration war. their reasonable aver- 
sion such practices, ministers sometimes end 
taking declaration peace and making sound 
like laundry list. 

Ministers, then, must realize that development 
effective delivery essentially matter their 
being faithful themselves and their message. 
must made clear that this aspect rhetoric 


not technique for putting front but 
effort help person express himself is, 
convey accurate revelation his personal quali- 
fications, his integrity. 


working the characters and emotions the 
audience—also calls forth ministerial ambivalence. 

There obvious signficance it. Both the 
Jewish and Christian faiths see man his whole- 
ness. The so-called rational only one element 
man’s total being; the emotional life equally 
essential. Judaism and Christianity have historical, 
existential roots. the heart both religions are 
events and encounters, personal relationships, and 
not simply principles, creeds and ontological ab- 
stractions. The theologian understands Cicero 
when maintains that mankind makes far more 
determination “through hatred love, desire, 
anger, grief, joy, hope, fear, error, 
some other affection mind, than regard 
truth, any settled maxim, principle right, 
adherence laws.” 

But the theologian also shares reserva- 
tions, expressed his attack Sophistical rhetoric 
“no guide truth but well-fitted delude the 
credulous and regards any form 
exploitation manipulation violation hu- 
man integrity. believes that God Himself does 
not force Himself upon His creatures but respects 
the free will with which has endowed them. 
asks with Socrates, “Do the rhetoricians appear 
you always speak with view what the 
best, aiming this, that the citizens may made 
they, too, endeavor gratify the citizens, and 
neglecting the public interest for the sake their 
own private advantage, they treat the people 
children, trying only gratify them, without 
being the least concerned with whether they 
should become better worse these means?” 

Thus the thoughtful minister suspicious 
irresponsible attempts “win friends and influence 
people” through indiscriminate appeals 
motives and urges. 

What known motivational research sim- 
ply logical extension the principles enunciated 
many Speech textbooks; and the minister en- 
couraged when someone like Perrin 
Fortune magazine raises some ethical questions, 
among them the question “whether any 
turer should exploit, buying motives, the deep- 
est human frailties that can dug out psycho- 
analytic methods Fears about non-conformity, 
anxiety over security, narcissism, reluctance face 
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some the disagreeable but necessary chores 
life, excessive emulation the Joneses these 
and other signs immaturity motivational research 
has unquestionably revealed, but the real trouble 
not that they are exposed but that motivational 
research often seems recommend, openly im- 
plicitly, that United States business nourish these 
weaknesses and pander them.” 

The uncomfortable but persistent theological 
concept sin makes ministers aware the 
dimensions human frailities that they are most 
reluctant pander them. 

must confess immediately, however, that 
referring the more thoughtful ministers. There 
are, course, some who are among the worst of- 
fenders terms manipulation, who distort reli- 
gion make appear offer easy answer 
all questions, and painless solution all prob- 
lems. But this “positive thinking” route con- 
formism and escapism, this reduction 
happy cabbages, obviously unworthy the pro- 
phetic Jewish and Christian tradition. 

Purged the elements manipulation, appeals 
the emotions the audience are justifiable 
the extent that they are authentic. many circum- 
stances would least much falsification 
eliminate them exaggerate them. remem- 
ber some years ago when town where had once 
lived, Waco, Texas, suffered devastating tornado. 
Naturally read all the accounts about the dis- 
aster. One magazine article began with sentence 
something like this, “It difficult exclude 
emotion from report what happened when the 
tornado struck.” such circumstances not 
only difficult but impossible and nonsensical. 

his pastoral work the minister learns par- 
ticipate the situation his people, experiencing 
vicariously their needs, hopes, and dilemmas. 
must relate these conditions without abdicating 
them. must participate without capitulating. 
This requires discrimination. 


The third aspect rhetoric which wish 
relate the ministry must again viewed from 
dialectical perspective. Persuasive argumentation 
both useful and inadequate for the minister. 
useful because faith not the antithesis rea- 
son, because men’s minds operate according 
observable principles and because God confronts 
man with difficult choices and calls upon him for 
decisions. itself inadequate approach 
truth, but can supplemented and corrected 
poetic and dramatic apprehensions reality. 

The problem whether the Gospel sets stand- 
ard higher than men can aspire reach. 
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Paul, who more than any other early Christian 
tried all things all men, acquired keen 
awareness the “foolishness preaching.” The 
essence the proclamation one 
reconciliation the announcement that man can 
restored relationship which the very pur- 
pose his existence—“Thou has made for 
Thyself and our hearts are restless till they rest 
Thee” but there real question how 
adequately persuasive argumentation expresses 
such ultimate values, and there bigger ques- 
tion the predictable effectiveness the com- 
municative attempt. 


Hendrik Kraemer says flatly that, “the best com- 
munication does not necessarily guarantee ‘suc- 
The search for successful communication has 
Biblical justification; only the search for faithful, 
really interpretative communication has.” This 
sounds very much like Quintilian, who said that 
“the purpose oratory not persuade but 
speak well irrespective consequences.” 

This could lead total lack concern for 
reason, order clarity, but Paul Tillich rounds 
out the view when says, “There always 
genuine decision against the gospel for those for 
whom stumbling block. But this decision 
should dependent upon the wrong stumbling 
block, namely the wrong way our communica- 
tion the gospel our inability communicate. 
What have overcome the wrong 
stumbling block order bring people face 
face with the right stumbling block and enable 
them make genuine decision.” 

Here then the use persuasive argumenta- 
tion, the projection one’s personality 
appropriate delivery and the legitimate 
appeal emotions, the minister must exercise cri- 
tical judgment himself rigorous 
discipline. 

recall the experience Paul with Eutychus. Paul, 
you remember, preached long and with such 
evident disregard for rhetorical principles that the 
young man Eutychus went sleep, fell out the 
window and was “taken for dead.” Then Paul 
went him and restored him life. have always 
thought that was little late; wish had 
taken earlier interest Eutychus that the 
boy might not have fallen out the window 
the first place. All ministers profess deep con- 
cern for their congregations. One measure their 
sincerity willingness devote themselves 
rhetorical discipline which can truly serve the needs 
the congregation.

opinion. Seldom the ancients agree with 
the moderns, the educator with the business man, 
the business man with the theologian, the theolo- 
gian with the journalist. 

lawyer would have say that this dis- 
agreement should be; but one small but 
important matter there does seem almost 
unanimous opinion; and that opinion that law- 
yers, attorneys, counsellors-at-law, barristers, soli- 
citors, advocates are necessary evils. 

This not should be. 

Even Luke the New Testament had for 
when wrote: “Woe unto you also, law- 
yers, for laden men with burdens grievous 
borne, and ye, yourselves, touch not the burdens 
with one your fingers.” 

And there another topic which has had its 
which all share the greatest interest, rhetoric, 
the art bringing bear the available means 
persuasion. 

May therefore suggest that the first relation- 
ship rhetoric and law that they are thrown 
together and attacked one their defamers. 

Plato states his case against rhetoric through 
Socrates: “But enemy injures third person, 
then every sort way, word well deed, 
should try prevent his being punished ap- 
pearing before the judge; and appears 
should contrive that should escape, and not suf- 
fer punishment: has stolen sum money, 
let him keep what has stolen and spend 
him and his, regardless religion and justice; and 
has done things worthy death, let him not 
die, but rather immortal his wickedness; 
this not possible, let him any rate al- 
lowed live long can. For such purposes 
rhetoric may useful, but small any 
use him who not intending commit in- 
justice.” 

Please remember that Plato’s position was 
ideal one: was this dialogue the prosecutor,

defense counsel and key witness; and 
ently unavailable for cross-examination. 

Let respectfully take exception, law- 
yers say, this learned gentleman. have done 
some the things has mentioned; have al- 
ways used the principles and practices rhetoric 
often and well know how; and have nev- 
intended injustice. 

say that rhetoric itself evil say 
that hammer weapon death, that fire 
only destructive force. Rhetoric instrument, 
tool, and one the very few tools available 
attorney his daily life advocacy. 

Aristotle deals his Rhetoric with analysis 
the attitudes and desires mankind. places 
great emphasis the nature the men per- 
suaded. 

the life attorney very often the “men 
persuaded” sit upon that incalculable entity 
jury. Our system law based the premise 
that man has the right judged his peers. 
The selection those peers the picking jury, 
call it, can mean the winning losing 
trial. many situations the attorney about 
try case has certain limited right determine 
who will sit jury. Since are given the op- 
portunity select our audience, certainly want 
group which can judge fairly, not one that 
will judge favorably. 

few years ago assisted the preparation 
the defense chiropractor accused prac- 
ticing medicine without license. analyzing the 
probabilities the case came the conclusion 
that certain types classes people 
prone resolve issues against our client. Those 
people were not chosen the jury. 

The law says that man presumed innocent 
until proven guilty. This, however, premise 
upon which prefer not rely too heavily. Some- 
times the law the library shelves barely recog- 
nizable the court room. 

felt that any man who practiced his pro- 
fession virtue franchise license would 
resolve doubts against some one like this chiro- 
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practor accused impinging the medical pro- 
fession. They would this matter self- 
protection and self-righteousness. Those who had 
professionals the family, and those closely asso- 
ciated with professionals would feel similarly. 
matter probability wanted the whole upper 
economic strata excluded from the 
though there were only men and women 
the jury, the would chosen from list 
200 names drawn the county clerk. investi- 
gated all the 200 possible people their 
occupation, economic circumstances political 
affiliation, that regardless which people 
would chosen, would have information suffi- 
cient assess the probabilities their opinion 
toward this mal-practice problem. 
juror did not appear suitable would then try 
challenge him off the jury. 


lawyer once wrote that the trial case 
begins 1,000 yards from the courtroom steps. 
respectfully submit that that point trial 
half over. important part trial the work 
preparation. Not the science, not the art, but 
the work preparation. Preparation case 
for trial, what would equivalent the Roman 
inventio and dispositio preparation for forensic 
speech, important; particularly the gathering 
material crucial. The argument case calls 
specifically for marshalling and arranging all 
the facts and all the applicable law. 

Recently criminal proceeding was instituted 
against client mine for larceny, which was 
alleged the complainant that client, while 
repossessing boat, stole valuable equipment from 
that boat. Testimony was adduced show that 
the equipment was still the boat when came 
into client’s custody and control. Relying not 
much client’s integrity and honesty, but 
rather the probability that his good business 
sense would disincline him from such 
larceny. investigated the matter thoroughly. 
obtained the serial numbers the radio and other 
equipment alleged have been stolen and had 
them checked against police department reports 
stolen property and against claims made in- 
surance companies. discovered that many months 
before the alleged larceny, before client came 
into the picture, the complainant had placed claim 
with his insurance company for some the items 
having been stolen from his boat. 

The discovery this very material fact gov- 
erned conduct the trial. The complainant 
took the stand and stated his case very con- 
vincing manner. cross-examined, assisted 
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the complainant re-stating his case. made 
easy for him call client thief. helped him 
tell again what items were stolen and what 
their value was. His confidence climbed. was 
positive, was boisterous. was self-righteous. 
“How them,” asked, could you have placed 
claim for the theft these items with your insur- 
ance company almost six months ago? You did 
place such claim and collect it, didn’t you?” 
The golden silence that followed was all the answer 
the judge needed. His Honor directed the com- 
plainant answer, and answered the affirm- 
ative. There was brief but heated dialogue re- 
garding the criminal offense perjury, and the 
charge against client was dismissed. 

Then, course, regardless the preparation 
attorney has made, there will always some- 
thing new and unexpected the trial, and 
must ever alert adapt his rhetoric the im- 
mediate circumstances. 


few months ago, defended man 
assault case. was paying late night visit 
another man’s wife, when the husband unexpect- 
edly returned home. client met this classic situ- 
ation with his fists and, adding bodily injury the 
moral insult, put hubby the hospital for few 
days. 

the trial client was convicted and date 
set for sentencing. Back the office interviewed 
client diligently regarding his past, trying 
find basis for plea leniency. 

had been raised orphan home, and 
the age ran away. Being out the 
streets this large city without food for two days, 
stole woman’s hand-bag the hope finding 
money for food, and found instead jail sentence. 
This sounded fine, and prepared address 
the judges Special Sessions the basis his 
sad childhood, lack love, the hardship, and 
the plea that this offense would never repeated. 


court the day sentencing, five minutes 
before the case was called, the district at- 
torney came over and showed 
official history. The only word truth client 
had confided was that his first offense was 
indeed the tender age 15. But petty 
larceny; was grand larceny, and spent three 
years the penitentiary for it. Then within year 
after was out jail, was convicted armed 
robbery and fighting running-gun battle with 
the New Brunswick, New Jersey police, for which 
received and served another three years. Need- 
less say, hastily revised the emphasis 
appeal. told how for full five years was 
trouble; that had just begun new business 
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which would collapse his absence, taking with 
all his life’s savings. Instead going jail, 
which perhaps might have been his just reward, 
received only small fine. 


One the most difficult concepts for the lay 
mind grasp that law, like rhetoric, deals with 
probabilities. was two years into law school 
before understood this. used read cases and 
statutes looking for right and wrong, truth and 
untruth. worked hard trying find absolutes, 
until gradually realized that they didn’t exist 
the field. are concerned, Aristotle 
put it, with the probability the occurrence 
past facts, with the possibility the occurrence 
future facts, with the greatness smallness 
things. Beginning with this idea premise, 
can understand that the job discover 
and use the proofs available him, establish 
the probabilities. 

The lawyer constantly proving. When the 
client walks into office, lawyer must 
prove interest, sincerity, knowledge. 
must prove the client that the course action 
advise the best; that his idea not 
the best. all have neighbors who have had 
the identical experience and know the right steps 
take. prove negotiate, and prove 
the trial, there one, the consummation 
the transaction, and after all over must 
prove our clients that the modest remuneration 
requested small payment indeed for our achieve- 
ments his behalf. 


One the methods proof studied through 
the ages ethical proof man is, what 
appears be, what stands for, are strong 
considerations the collective mind jury. The 
ethics lawyer powerful means persua- 
sion. Regardless logical and emotional proof 
presented, there are many cases won because the 
jury liked the lawyer did not like the other 
lawyer. Credibility witnesses and litigants are 
legitimate considerations the mind jury. 
The conclusion about person and his cause 
very often formed because feeling the jury 
had. may sound base and strange say that 
have learned from Aristotle that before going 
court for accused juvenile delinquent, client 
must first make stop the barber shop. 


There are many aspects ethical proof that 
militate against the lawyer his day court, 
defending unpopular cause person accused 
noxious crime, where the circumstances are 
suspicious. have too often heard the question 


before the trial, before the evidence in, why does 
this lawyer defend guilty man? 

The question raised: how can honest law- 
yer defend represent cause which can- 
not possibly believe? constant source 
amazement lawyer how little the lay 
public understands about the duties 
sibilities attorney-at-law. Can you picture 
yourself, not the man sitting next you, but you, 
being accused crime, and the wheels 
justice pull you into its strange entanglements, you 
are unable secure lawyer who will believe you, 
speak for you, defend you, tell your side 
the story. personally think that horrify- 
ing nightmare, and believe when say that 
honest and innocent people are every day drawn 
innocuous circumstances into excruciating and 
life-upsetting events. only the lawyer who can 
untangle these events. 

Lloyd Paul Stryker his wonderful book The 
Art Advocacy cites Boswell’s question, and Doc- 
tor Samuel answer the topic. Boswell 
asked, “but what you think supporting 
cause which you know bad?” Johnson an- 
swered, “Sir, you not know good bad 
till the judge determines it. have said that you 
are state facts fairly; that your thinking 
what you call knowing cause bad must 
from reasoning; must from supposing your 
arguments weak and inconclusive. But, sir, 
that not enough. argument which does not 
convince yourself may convince the judge whom 
you urge it; and does convince him, sir, you 
are wrong and right. his business 
judge; and you are not confident your 
own opinion that cause bad but say all you 
can for your client, and then hear the 
opinion.” 


course what man has done does not 
alone prove the case. Logical argument and emo- 
tion play their part. 

Mr. Dooley said, back the turn the 
century: “Thank th’ Lord, whin the case all 
over, the pitch the tistimony out the win- 
dow an’ consider three questions: Did Lootgert 
look though kilt his wife? Did his wife 
look though she ought kilt? time 
wint supper?”

THE POOREST PERSON CONCEIVABLE talk 
about the founder the Speech Association 
the Eastern States, for two reasons: 


Although studied long and diligently under 
public speaker. 

will give you very prejudiced story. 

anyone who has been close the art filibustering 
Washington and then turn him loose the sub- 
ject one loved. was boy knee breeches 
when your Speech Association was born 1909. 
tell you very much about the actual birth 
pains. But can tell you about the man who 
served mid-wife. 


was born farm near Litchfield, 
October 22, 1871. His father was tenant 
farmer who had recently come back from the Civil 
War and who, when could not make 
farming, moved, when father was about six 
years old, prairie schooner Cherryvale, Kan- 
sas. There father graduated from the Cherry- 
vale, Kansas, High School 1887 the age fif- 
teen. His commencement oration was “Pontius Pi- 
late.” Four years later graduated from Baker 
University the age nineteen, the youngest 
the class twenty-one. might mention passing 
that his tuition and complete expenses for the 
freshman year totaled $185.00. Board during his 
entire four years college averaged $1.80 week. 
His first job was teaching Cherryvale, Kansas 
salary $50.00 month; and during that first sum- 
mer gave his first lecture recital James Whit- 
comb Riley. His net receipts for the summer were 
$30.00, which divided fifty-fifty with his agent, 
Ben Powell. 

For the next two years the founder your 
Association served circuit minister eastern 
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Kansas, buried the dead, married the young, served 
sort physician. also taught school and 
struggled toward his real ambition become 
public speaker. fulfill that ambition went 
the Northwestern University School Speech 
Evanston, Illinois, and during that summer, filled 
his first Chautauqua engagement Palmer Lake, 
Colorado. The fee was railroad fare from Pueblo, 
plus whatever could make from teaching private 
classes. Shortly thereafter Parsons, Kansas, 
married the lady who became mother, and one 
year later, 1897, while was teaching North- 
western, came into the world. 

There followed three years teaching North- 
western School Speech, and one year Harvard 
graduate study. 1901 the family moved 
the little Pennsylvania town which was become 
our home for many years, Swarthmore, where fa- 
ther taught the department English. But al- 
ways ambitious push wider public speak- 
ing fields, shortly formed the department 
public speaking and remained head that de- 
partment for many years. 

Those were the days long before radio, tele- 
vision, motion pictures, when personal speech 
had great deal with moulding the thought 
the nation. Probably the greatest impact 
America after the church and the school came from 
the Chautauqua and the Lyceum. The Chautau- 
qua, you know, had received its name from Lake 
Chautauqua New York and from this Methodist 
camp meeting the shores the Lake there had 
sprung whole series one-week meetings 
various parts the Middle West, which finally 
grew into the Chautauqua circuit. those days 
town held its head high unless brought Chau- 
tauqua its community for least one week. 
Some communities financed Chautauqua for two 
weeks even thirty days. 

During his early years teacher Speech, 
Paul Pearson had spent every summer the Mid- 
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dle West, augmenting his income and perhaps im- 
proving his abilities before Chautauqua audiences. 
remember some very lonesome summers for 
mother when her family, consisting two ram- 
functious boys, lived alone while the founder 
your Association tried meet the family budget 
filling summer engagements. 

find notation the records that kept 
that 1902 filled speaking engagement 
Lock Haven Pennsylvania Normal School, where 
the fee was $50.00. And there occurred this nota- 
long looked-for addition the straitened 
family purse. The only paid date between January 
and June. The most profitable date, added, 
“was no-fee engagement for the district meeting 
the Club, which resulted six en- 
gagements other clubs the next season, when 
$20 fee was collected.” 

also find this notation: “The summer engage- 
ments began with month Middlebury College, 
Vermont, where the lecture recital Edgar Allan 
Poe was prepared, committeed and rehearsed. 
that recital proved the most difficult 
properly present. This was included only two 
three times during the summer, but thereafter was 
omitted from the recital. still cherish the belief 
that can sometime master that poem that can 
make audience like it.” 

the year 1904 Paul Pearson decided that 
those who practice the profession Speech needed 
magazine represent them and took over 
the “Talent, magazine the Ly- 
ceum.” One year later branched out into 
quarterly magazine called “The Speaker,” 
lection poems and prose readings for libraries 
and public speaking teachers. 


was this determination make the art 
speaking increasingly important the American 
people that led 1909 the formation your 
Speech Association. father that time had 
become identified with the lecture-recital, which 
combined the reading poetry with the interpre- 
tation poetry. His lecture recitals include one 
American humorists—Mark Twain, James Whit- 
comb Riley, Artemus Ward, Bill Nye, Mr. Dooley, 
Joel Chandler Harris and Eugene Field. 

Another was entitled “Greater American Poets” 
and included Poe, Longfellow, Walt Whitman, 
Lowell, Emerson and Sidney Lanier. Another was 
entitled “Contemporary Drama,” including Percy 
“The Scarecrow,” Maurice Maeterlinck’s 
“The Bluebird,” Josephine Preston Peabody’s “The 
Piper,” and Edmond Rostand’s “Chantecleer.” And 


there were many Tennyson, Kip- 
ling, lecture called “The Joy Living.” 
pose father delivered this lecture just often 
Russell Conwell delivered his 
“Acres Diamonds.” 


cannot tell you much about the founding 
the Eastern Public Speaking Conference, was 
then called, except that grew from meeting 
Swarthmore College three years earlier, attended 
public speaking teachers that area. They 
decided edit and publish The Public Speaking 
Review, which was later given the name Speech, 
and from this conference developed your Asso- 
ciation. 

The year 1909 was chiefly vivid memory 
because entirely different event namely, 
father purchased spring wagon and two horses 
Columbus, Ohio, and drove his family east from 
his series western speaking engagements 
Swarthmore, Pennsylvania. The 450-mile trip took 
three weeks. camped out every night and 
passed only three automobiles during that entire 
time. Today that same route you will pass 
perhaps three automobiles every minute. 


sure that one factor which motivated 
father founding the Eastern Public Speaking 
Conference was the fact that the Chautauqua, Ly- 
ceum, and the art public speaking generally 
seemed have by-passed the East. was highly 
developed the Middle West. But public speak- 
ing that time was not even taught any great 
extent Eastern colleges. Northwestern Univer- 
sity Evanston was then the mecca for those 
who wanted study public speaking. 


was partly because this Eastern void that 
the year 1910, shortly after the founding your 
Association, father began trying bring the 
Chautauquas East. was not until 1912 that 
finally managed launch three-week circuit 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
ware. took considerable amount capital and 
loans from all his friends finance the tents, fold- 
ing chairs, and pay the salaries the speakers. 
The Chautauqua was never great financial suc- 
cess; father borrowed almost everything 
had put across that first struggling circuit. 


However, the Swarthmore Chautauquas, they 
were called, eventually grew until there were three 
main circuits and two five-day circuits, extending 
all through eastern Canada and far south 
North Carolina. They carried great impact the 
communities, and featured such noted speakers

William Jennings Bryan, William Howard Taft 
the senior Bob Follette and many others. 

remember vividly the days when Bryan spoke 
Chautauqua Secretary State. was sub- 
ject great criticism Republican newspapers 
for augmenting his Cabinet salary. The Cabinet 
salary, however, was low that time and Bryan 
had law firm, personal expense fund 
$18,000. was poor man. made his trips 
from Washington only nearby towns, from which 
could get back the next day. remember that 
tent boy always went out way get 
pitcher water for the Secretary State. For 
others supplied only bucket water and 
dipper. remember also being about block from 
the tent Towson, Maryland, one night Bryan 
was speaking. was clear night, the walls 
the tent were rolled and could hear him one 
block away. There was loud speaker system 
those days. Bryan carried his own microphone 
his own chest. You had have chest and 
powerful pair lungs that day order 
public speaker. 

remember also one July day Galeton, Penn- 
sylvania, 1914. Bryan was scheduled speak. 
was member the tent crew and Bryan did 
not come. heard rather vaguely that member 
royal family little town Sarajevo had 
been assassinated. one knew anything about 
the town the assassination. only knew that 
this had interfered with the ability the Secretary 
State keep his engagement. Little did 
know those days relative American isolation 
that this event was lead one the most 
tragic wars history. 

Bryan’s fee that time was $250, plue one-half 
the gate receipts. The Republican papers con- 
sidered exorbitant. Looking back have always 
considered modest. Since that time become 
something student Washington. know 
something about what goes behind the scenes 
augment certain Senators’ salaries. would 
rather have the Secretary State fill few speak- 
ing engagements publicly inform the ‘American 
people and get modest remuneration for it, than 
have wealthy man serve Secretary State 
one who indebted his law firm. 

was about this time that father intro- 
duced the Swarthmore Chautauquas series 
three religious speakers. Dr. Stephen Wise, the 
noted rabbi, then relatively unknown; Dr. Parks 
Cadman Brooklyn, also then unknown; and 
Father John Ryan, the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Council. was father’s belief that there 
should better understanding between members 
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all religious faiths and arranged schedule 
whereby each these three speakers appeared 
three consecutive days. Significantly, there was 
considerable objection the eastern part the 
United States Father Ryan. have come 
long way since 1914. But Father Ryan, great 
Catholic and great pioneer new social phil- 
osophy among lay Catholics, was objected 
some. father, Quaker, wanted him 
heard and the end was heard. 


remember also how father persuaded Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, who had just retired Presi- 
dent the United States, speak the Chau- 
tauqua circuit. Taft, like most Presidents, was hard 
up. had spent his own money the White 
House. Father paid him what was then the largest 
fee history, $4,000 week. Taft was very un- 
inspiring speaker and not sure that earned 
his fee, but you don’t often have ex-President 
the United States didn’t that time go- 
ing out appear before small towns one 
two thousand population. 


During this period, the founder your Asso- 
ciation continued not only the organizer and 
director this vast circuit tent Chautauquas 
but also speaker. His talks lecture recitals 
featured the inspirational and the lyrical. Run- 
ning through the poems gave his audiences 
there was always the note determination and 
cheer. One his favorites was “How Did You 
Die?” Edmond Vance Cook. You may remem- 
ber the lines: 


“Did you tackle the trouble that came your 
way with resolute heart and cheerful, hide 
your face from the light the day with craven 
soul and fearful?” 


loved Kipling’s And very early 
age learned those memorable lines: “If you can 
keep your head when all about you are losing 
theirs and blaming you.” 

And there was one poem which mother 
detested. can tell you that wife detests 
now. was called “Work,” and began: 


“Work! 

Thank God for the might it, 

The ardor, the urge, the delight 
Work that springs from the heart’s desire, 
Setting the soul and the brain fire. 

Oh, what good the heat it, 

Oh, what great the beat it, 

And what kind the stern command 
Challenging brain and heart and hand?” 
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But there were also such lyrical poems 
that father loved Tennyson’s: 


The splendor falls castle walls 
and snowy summits old story; 
The long light shakes across the lakes, 
And the wild cataract leaps glory. 
Blow, bugle, blow, set the wild echoes flying, 
Blow, bugle; answer, echoes, dying, dying, 
dying. 
And there was Alfred Noyes’s lyrical beauty, 
barrel-organ carolling across 
golden street 
the City the sun sinks low: 
And the music’s not immortal; but the world 
has made sweet and fulfilled with the 
sunset glow. 


And helped bring Joel Chandler 
famous “Brer Rabbit” rimes “Brer Tarrypin” 
countless audiences. You will remember the lines: 


“Brer Tarrypin tired roun, 

His foots wuz col’, an’ his eyes wuz red, 

look like done bunged his head; 

But watch Brer Buzzard a-sailin’ sky, 

An’ wisht fum his heart dat could fly 

Fil-a-ma-looner-leener! 

There were also some poems written about 
father.

father and Harry Harrison Redpath 
Chautauquas worked with George Perkins, mem- 
continue the general principle bringing fa- 
mous speakers small communities. one time 
they had pledged million dollars from Perkins 
set foundation; but their negotiations failed. 
They broke just one issue. Perkins wanted 
control the thinking the speakers. father 
and Harry Harrison refused. They wanted foun- 
dation that would stimulate free thought not con- 
trolled thought. 

there came period when saw father 
borrowing his life insurance, selling his home 
and the end forced into bankruptcy the 
change modern transportation, modern movies 
and modern electronics. 

The latter part father’s life was spent 
Governor the Virgin Islands, the first civilian 
governor its history. served from 1930 until 
1934. Even the Virgin Islands his unquenchable 
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desire inform people through speech prevailed 
and some extent got him into trouble. The Vir- 
gin Islands that time had been called Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover “effective poor house.” 
Father endeavored transform those 
ands mecca.

But 
argued that one the main exports the Virgin 
Islands the past had been rum and set 
government corporation produce rum and 
even brought cask rum old Franklin 
Roosevelt back the then President. Roosevelt, 
might add, started sample the White 
House.

Father’s closing years were spent charge 
public housing what was then the very new gov- 
ernment housing program. pioneered the first 
public housing units such difficult cities 
Charleston, Carolina, Chicago, and San Fran- 
cisco; and paved the way for integrated hous- 
ing northern cities. was even able pass 
new housing law through the California legis- 
lature, State which hitherto had banned public 
housing. 
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Somebody had told him that you couldn’t build 
any public housing California. The law forbade 
it. But all his life the founder your Association 
had been guided the philosophy expressed 
old poem Edgar Guest, “It Can Done.” 
had read thousands audiences, had 
delivered his family, had quoted his 
co-workers when they ran against obstacles. 


represented his philosophy.

“modern poetry” particular. Here, the rele- 
vance comes from our recognition what the poet 
characteristically tries with his world. 

poet, can say, looks the world and 
scrutinizes its possibilities for love. wants 
discover not only the love the world freely gives, 
but also the love has been (until then) with- 
holding. him, the world woman with many 
suitors most them unworthy and unsuccessful. 
Although knows too may unworthy (not 
mention unsuccessful), has try gaining 
audience with her. has present his quali- 
fications and make his play. Beyond warrant 
reason assumes that nothing his world in- 
trinsically unlovable. assuming this, may 
wrong; but neither nor can sure 
that least, not until all the proofs and all 
the poems are in. goes making the un- 
warranted assumption. makes day after day, 
line line, poem poem. 

These considerations may prompt accept 
Stevens’ analogy “telescoped description” 
the world poetry. description not confined 
any period type poetry. wish, can 
fit Piers Plowman well Four Quartets, 
Valediction: Forbidding Mourning well 
Sailing Byzantium, The Prelude well 
Paterson. can even further. can fit

either the poet’s incredible courtship his deter- 
mination treat each poem what William 
hoped-for marriage “music” with “mean- 
ing.” any case, that woman representing the 
world poetry comes always, when she comes 
all, decked out with desirable difficulties. her 
suitors she makes all kinds demands, especially 
that they persistent, attentive, and impervious 
the trumped-up charge that “all women are the 
same.” 

How does this woman appear today? What, 
words, seems characterize “modern poet- 
“modern poetry” too rich, too various, 
and (as its detractors still say) too obscurantist 
characterized? When talk about world, 
any specification risky; must partial and 
may idiosyncratic. Nevertheless, will hazard 
the risk. suggest that the world “modern 
poetry” (the poetry predominating, say, from Bau- 
delaire, Hopkins and Hardy the present time) 
can characterized the world Krazy Kat. 

Those you who have read “Krazy Kat,” 
George Herriman’s comic strip the and 
will remember that world distinctive, elu- 
sive, provocative: strange amalgam anguish 
and joy. Krazy’s world the landscape shifted 
without warning. might begin episode 
the desert, albeit desert with “modern conven- 
iences.” (Remember the little stand with umbrella 
akimbo and the sign “Lemon-Aide, Won 
Suddenly move into city replete with ash- 
cans and barberpoles; else forest saucer- 
eyed owls; else well, where next never 
knew. only knew would move. parti-

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cipate that world movement-without-direction, 
many Herriman’s readers “the shock recog- 
nition.” 

Whatever the landscape, though, always 
find Herriman’s Three Fates: Offissa Pup, Ignatz, 
and Krazy Kat herself. Among host nonde- 
script creatures these three define and inform their 
world. What they represent? hard 
say, because each represents much and all 
once. group I've called them the Three Fates 
—controllers birth, death, and but each 
too individualized labelled definitively. 
know Offissa Pup bucket-jawed bulldog; 
Old Reliable, the Guardian the Community and 
Protector the Innocent (especially when the 
innocent Krazy). know Ignatz not 
mouse, thing trembles and tail forever, but 
rat: Public Rodent Number One with brick. 
From life Ignatz wants nothing more than heave 
that brick; revels the accurate fling cor- 
rugate missile. Who gets the brick? Invariably, 
Krazy. But because the brickslinger Ignatz, 
her lover, she accepts without protest his offering. 
Sometimes Offissa Pup blocks the brick where- 
upon Ignatz, filled with “social protest,” slouches 
off and Krazy mourns his going. 

this world Krazy herself the great enigma. 
She knows herself only, and alternately, with Of- 
fissa Pup and Ignatz. Offissa Pup kind, loyal, 
respectable: Krazy can live with him, but not for 


him. She lives only for Ignatz sly, irrepressible, 
professional adventurer but, love him she 
does, she live with him. There’s always the 
brick. 

from their own world they speak with 
classic clarity. They stand their own accomp- 
lished gestures, rebuke and revelation. Of- 
fissa Pup holds Krazy’s paw, trying gently lead 
her away; points Ignatz, saying: listen 
him, he'll only break your heart.” Krazy looks 
back Ignatz with: “Darling, promise you'll 
stay with forever.” Then Ignatz, fondling the 
brick: “Forever damn long time.” 


If, suggested the beginning, take the 
world Krazy Kat analogous the world 
“modern poetry,” can point out some features 
the two worlds have common. Like Krazy’s 
world, the world “modern poetry” richly up- 
setting; not necessarily the world want, 
nor even the world need, but world 
recognize. Krazy seems motivate her world 
the poet tries motivate his; yet each world can 
often move far beyond the strict control the ade- 
quate motivation that brings resolution and court 
threat win love. Whereas Offissa Pup and Ig- 
natz, each his way dedicated specialist, have 
settled for one thing the exclusion the rest, 
Krazy suffers from divided mind and heart: she 
loves Ignatz but she needs Offissa Pup. she were 
otherwise, she Krazy.

other possibilities than the “arty” performances you 
may have witnessed. Certainly choral reading 
competent hands can, and sometimes does, rise 
the level serious art. But for many people who 
look and listen often seems little more than 
contrived elaboration voices speaking words 
together with doubtful effectiveness, either 
terpretation entertainment. 

Nevertheless, just the average person may 
join with gusto community sing, sim- 
ilar way does choral reading, the voicing litera- 
ture, offer unrealized possibilities means 
having fun. 


Here choral reading turned over the 
audience. All are performers. Everybody present 
joins in. The less gifted can lose themselves 
the ensemble and carried along common 
participation with the rest. Their imperfections 
will tend pass unnoticed long there are 
those who are able strike out with confidence 
and sure touch. There pressure measure 
public performance. Seized with the spontaneous 
spirit that activates “jam” session music, such 
group can caught creative play with 
words and with the vocal dexterities involved 
interpreting meaning. 

sure, there must plan charted out 
advance; the reading must proceed according 
that plan. capable leader indispensable. 
must know and appreciate the different forms 
and qualities literature and possess enough cre- 
ative imagination and inventiveness see the pos- 
sibilities interpretative effects achieved. 

Literature, the word used here, does not 
exclude those compositions that lack literary merit 
but may have quality humor, catchy rhythmic 


lilt deft human characterization. After all, 
group singing turn the songs people 
best the familiar sentimental ballads, the tricky 
round songs, and the novelty phrasings and tunes 
that relate humorous situations. what wrong 
choral reading with going “low-brow” occa- 
sion and indulging frivolous extravagances 
wit and fancy? Certainly they lend themselves 
that zest and hearty expansiveness that would make 
such adventures group reading hit with 
group amateurs. 

community singing the leader must impart 
his own enthusiasm the readers. Not only must 
lay out the design followed but must 
possess the knack getting lively response, 
employing all sorts resources keep the ball 
rolling merrily along. Given such leader, almost 
any group can have “whale good time” vocal- 
izing literature, verse, whatever name you 
wish give the verbal composition you select for 
your purpose. Any type lively composition with 
strong rhythmic lilt, orderly structure, interesting 
human situation story, and clear, expressive 
phrasing will lend itself such treatment. 

make “come some discipline and pre- 
liminary practice the part the reading group 
is, course, essential. The meaning must stand 
out strong and clear. Crispness and accuracy 
articulating words and phrases indispensable. 
Timing the split second must achieved. Oth- 
erwise the effect jumbled, noisy babble sig- 
nifying nothing. Coming together precisely 
cue one voice, signing off the instant, 
one part follows another the sequence, keeping 
step with the pace that set, swinging the 
phrases with cumulative gusto, learning modu- 
late pitch, stress, and mood the expressive tonal 
variety that characteristic animated talk, sens- 
ing the variations timing that certain intonations 
words and phrases require for the manifest in- 
tent the meaning are the essential re- 
quirements. you not master these, the effect 
will dull, jumbled, and blurred; and the whole 
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experience will add nothing either enjoyable 
satisfying. 

chorus still group made individuals, 
and its success will depend, the last analysis, 
upon the intelligence, the alertness, and the flexi- 
bility each member. Each must bring the 
coordinated effort hearty vocal release, child- 
like imaginativeness, unabashed emotional fer- 
vor, along with some degree interpretative skill. 
Entering into the game without reserve reserva- 
tion absolute must. This grown-up play. 
Only complete surrender the imagination 
the zest pretending can the experience impris- 
oned the words given living demonstration. 
Each member the group must stimulated and 
stirred out himself the director until all self- 
consciousness disappears and eager get into 
the swing the reading and carry out the part 
assigned him. 


The all-over plan must carefully outlined 
advance before the group tackles the actual 
speaking the words. With marked copies the 
text each hand, the director introduces the se- 
lection the group, reading aloud acquaint 
them with its meaning, mood, and movement. 
referring the marked copy the text next 
lays out the plan with explanation and appropriate 
comment indicate the structure the piece, and 
the assignment that each reader expected 
handle. Each reader must clearly understand how 
the composition put together. The director 
traces the steps the forward-moving sequence, 
the essential details that constitute the points that 
must made the reading, the changes atti- 
tude mood, the transitions, the echoes, the re- 
turns basic rhythm and theme music, the 
accelerations and retards movement, the climax. 


The plan now put into action. With each 
one carrying out his assigned part, whether con- 
cert with others single reader, the piece 
given trial run-through see that each one knows 
what do. The director must give strong 
lead with his own voice set the pace and start 
the ball rolling. That done, the plan perfected 
one step time. The interpretation grows little 
with each run-through. Improvements 
rections are made. Smaller details are worked 
emphasis single words, sharp contours for cer- 
tain consonants and sound combinations, tone color, 
subordinations, ellipses, transitions the tech- 
nical matters that make mar the precision, the 
clarity, and the expressiveness group reading. 


Thus hammered and molded into the shape 
that was the director’s mind from the start. Now 
the channels expression and communication are 
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set. Everybody knows what and how 
it. real thing—the measured 
mile peak performance. starting signal 
from the leader you are off. Now the imagination 
takes over. The experience everything. Each 
voice gives out spontaneous response the 
urging inner impulse the different ideas and 
feelings take shape the mind. You let yourself 
go; you launch out boldly and with confidence; 
you taste the joy voicing, along with others, your 
participation common imaginative experience. 
This what choral reading can mean. au- 
dience present. problems getting over 
critical listeners intrude; one there tell 
you you are making fool yourself. who 
cares? You are doing for fun. And fun. 


Here group men, say, having luncheon 
together week after week Kiwanis, Rotary, Lions, 
longing the same lodge, church, club. 
men and women together wedding anniversary 
celebration, class reunion, PTA. Almost any 
occasion that brings homogeneous group together 
from time time affords opportunity for some 
enterprising and talented person institute 
program choral reading. will wonders for 
spirit. Then the “stuffed shirt” can 
restored the human family. Everybody can 
have good time. Besides, many educational bene- 
fits will accrue by-products for those who par- 
ticipate. Everyone’s voice and speech will 
enlivened and improved; creative personality will 
liberated and permitted grow and expand; 
sympathy, humor, and general responsiveness will 
challenged; understanding and appreciation 
the verbal art literature will enhanced. Noth- 
ing more likely develop lively imagination, 
promote the spirit good-fellowship, and 
shake people free from encroaching stodginess. Be- 
sides, will bring its own reward fun. And what 
wrong with having fun? 

Much that enjoyment will come from learning 
how respond rhythmically the various verbal 
patterns found the words you read the 
printed page. The average person glances the 
words, gets some idea their meaning, and passes 
on. The sounds they make the dynamic phras- 
ings speech echo but dimly his ears and 
even more faintly deliver impulses his speaking 
muscles. But with little experience choral 
reading words and phrases the printed page 
come alive and fascinating new world speech 
born with all the expressive nuances the hu- 
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man voice and all the dynamic play rhythmic 
impulses shaping the expression the meaning. 

Once having experienced the surge and sweep 
speech expressive literary art, the dynamic 
lift and swing, the suspensive arc rising and 
falling tone progression, the charge cumulative 
reinforcement, the expanding and subsiding that 
mark the release inner impulses, the feeling 
unbroken line continuity, the balance 
thought elements arranged for counterpoint 
tensions, the intensity quiet concentration that 
makes pause and silence eloquent, the modulations 
and shadings tone that express inner changes 
feeling these ever afterward become inseparable 
from the meanings that expressive language has 
for you. 

With repeated association and practice these 
experiences voice and speech become familiar 
that you can size piece writing very quickly, 
discern its intention, set yourself quickly dis- 
covering what about, where are its main points, 
and what attitudes emotional qualities are sug- 
gested and implicit the verbal pattern. Thus, 
your reading skill and enjoyment will immeas- 
urably increased from your participation choral 
reading. 

This the verbal art speech that creative 
writers literature rely on. And they rely 
readers like you with fully awakened senses, imagi- 
nations that are ready function, ears that have 
been tuned the expressive speaking voice, 
seize the clues they the printed text, 
and that are implicit the human meanings 
their aim impart. 

Choric interpretation the verbal art litera- 
ture should reach out include some the great 
poems our literary heritage where encounter 
perfect expression the way men and 
women think and feel has been composed the 
mind man. However, these present rather for- 
midable difficulties for the average group. Most 
groups have neither the time nor the interpretative 
talents rise such high artistic levels. 
better leave such material thoroughly trained 
professional readers. After all, the 
wants read for fun should choose pieces rela- 
tively simple structure, easily apprehended mean- 
ing, strong story sequence, and lively expression. 
let pass any piece that requires concen- 
trated study such complication technical dif- 
ficulties that for the average group will become 
work rather than play.

THE END EVERY SPEECH COURSE ask myself 
what the last thing can give students. 
For, whatever way you look it, Speech funda- 
mentally different from any other course. holds 
some element character training, much psychol- 
ogy, even something more that would like 
explore here, sort stamina steeling the 
will think. 


Fully half our students’ future speeches on- 
the-job speech will impromptu unprepared. 
will discussion, conversation, pertinent ques- 
asked answered, oral reporting data 
observed most all, immediate facing 
problem suddenly presented accidents, 
events, production difficulties. 


this statement correct, the logical con- 
sequence that should spend more time than 
impromptu speaking and round-table 
discussions (student-led). should 
talks for thorough drill rapid, concen- 
exclude the completely 
thoughts that pop into mind, for this mere triv- 

Again and again life presents with two 
three choices, and the decision which choose 
cannot long delayed. Where our years 
education does the young American get prepara- 
tion for making choices wisely and need 
rapidly, preparation anything like thorough 
the young Greek received for heroism facing 
danger and death? for the social scene, need 
but watch newspaper headlines see that our age 
one startling unsolved problems constantly 
poured onto the human stage, problems due large- 
over-rapid scientific and theoretic discoveries, 
problems which may prove fatal left unsolved. 


When check ourselves find that for 
many our choices have, dare take our 
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speeded American living, but one two min- 
utes think. Here the point. What can 
with two Actually, they are fortune 
used aright. They can spell the difference between 
success and frustration. know, there are 
physiological conditions when the mind works 
its best, conditions worth knowing and cultivating 
far each can know and understand himself. 
But there also method reasoning when 
face new problems that can truly work wonders 
speeding the clarification needed for wise 
decision. 

our classes take impromptu speaking 
the last month the course, for the two-minute 
impromptu talk may well the most difficult 
kind well, inasmuch the speaker must still 
watch his delivery weaknesses (tendencies) the 
same time obliged large measure now 
under greater pressure. 

The method use based the well-known 
facts thinking. First, establish with each 
problem the main facts the situation presented 
(mostly facts given the instructor minute 
and half less); then determine specific- 
ally can what the goal should be, step 
which gives the best orientation the mind 
now judges the facts. These two steps soon lead 
through judgment the uncovering the only 
practical alternatives for action choice 
sclution. 

Every student supplied with mimeographed 
sheet explaining the four-step method facing 
facts, goal, judgment and action choice. prac- 
tice three problems before starting grade 
speakers. using oncoming auto crash (dia- 
gram blackboard), difficult avoid, 
number one problem, point the precise goal 
(such not kill self and other occupants, 
instead the more general goal avoiding col- 
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lision). The second problem about sick child, 
and the third about semi-employed mother-in- 
law. 

use list forty-eight problems every 
kind problem, out current political and inter- 
national affairs, family relations, the unions, the 
use our new leisure, the spread flying 
hobby. Number forty “Am sane?” (Here sin- 
cerity the keynote and both 1957 and 1958 
got from this stunningly honest confessions 
erratic behavior.) The instructor presents each 
problem dramatically. The students have two min- 
utes prepare, and they write their notes 
three-by-five card provided the instructor. They 
must then talk from minute and half two 
minutes, but need not solve the problem they 
talk intelligently and helpfully about it. 

The whole procedure under the control 
student chairman have trained the pre- 
ceding three months. Everyone, including the in- 
structor, must obey his timing control. 

Two more details belong here. Before calling 
student speak, the instructor asks for vol- 
unteers (sometimes get response, often not). 
series student gets three chances speak 
and the best grade the three the one that 
counted. Brief oral criticism the instructor fol- 
lows each talk. try run two series, meaning 
six two-minute talks each student. 

Results are often fascinating watch. the 
second and third week, confidence ability face 
problems grows visibly.

brief suggestions after the procedure has become 
routine, the instructor something medical 
observer. For there obviously tension during the 
short preparation, when one knows who will 
called speak. Students can urged 
relax the final thirty seconds, get perspective 
their hastily written notes and better 
shape draw their inventive imaginations. 
times student, too nervous, will begin, then run 
out ideas and sit down. But immunity 
becoming more likely develop, and 
this has its effect the roundtable discussion.

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Organizing the Speech Inform

TUDENTS SPEECH HAVE LONG WRESTLED with 

the speech inform. The problem has been 
how arrange expository materials such way 
that listeners grasp the relationship one point 
another, and the relationship each point 
the whole. This problem confronts the executive 
giving oral report, the professor delivering the 
lecture, and even the student discussing his sum- 
mer- vacation. 

For several semesters have asked students 
evaluate each speaking performances. 
Invariably find that the speaker selected for hav- 
ing demonstrated the best speech organization 
also selected having consistently delivered the 
best speeches. After observing this trend began 
pay more and more attention students’ 
speech organization (even the risk being iden- 
tified “The Organization 

Recently the Director the foundation Speech 
course the University Kansas, Professor 
Buehler, asked eight-four nationally known Speech 
teachers rank order importance twelve fac- 
tors that detract from the effectiveness speeches. 
Seventy-seven the Speech experts replied, and 
ranked “poor organization” the third most de- 
tracting factor speechmaking (“lack sub- 
stance” was first; second was “poor preparation” 
which perhaps overlaps with organization 

Interested these data began some casual 
experimentation Speech classes. Using 
single criterion, retention information, began 
compare the relative effectiveness different 
methods organization. After each student speech 
asked the other students write down the cen- 
tral idea and supporting sub-points the speech. 
comparing these with the speaker’s outline was 
able determine which method organization 
“got through” best the listeners. Admitting 
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lack control over the data, consistently found 
one method organization more effective than 
all others securing retention. This method one 
the oldest methods organization known 
speakers. the first century D., the Roman 
rhetorician, Quintilian, explained this method: 


Partition the enumeration, according 
their order, our own propositions, those 
our adversary, both; enumeration 
which some think that should always make, 
because, its aid, the cause rendered 
clearer, and the judge more observant and at- 
tentive, knows exactly what point 
are speaking, and what points intend 
speak afterwards. 


The trite epitome the partition the back- 
wood description his method or- 
ganizing sermons: “First tells what gonna 
tell then tells then tells what 
told This monologue may found 
half our speech textbooks; apparently few 
their authors, however, seem recognize 
provincial abstract Quintilian’s partition. 

For your next speech inform, oral 
report the board, instructions employees, 
lecture your students, try Quintilian’s parti- 
tion: conclude your introduction with clear state- 
ment your central idea; restate your central idea 
and enumerate all your main sub-points the 
order you mean discuss them; discuss each sub- 
peint detail; use clear (even 
tions from one point the next let your listen- 
ers know where you have been and where you are 
going; wind your speech simply restating 
repeating your central idea and summarizing the 
sub-points the speech. 

you use the partition for your next speech 
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inform you will probably find that, Quin- 
tilian said metaphorically, it:

UPON TIME there was semanticist. The 
indefinite article stressed here because, con- 
trary the beliefs many his enemies and all 
his friends, was not the semanticist. There 
were —and Now this semanticist 
developed methodology which called “non- 
aristotelian.” There was nothing wrong with that. 
known hagiology has even hinted The Phil- 
beatification. But The Philosopher had 
true believers; and they considered themselves 
their lights, that anyone who considered himself 
“non-aristotelian” must not their kind: 
Doppelganger, Mr. Hyde, opposite counter- 
part mirror image themselves, were. 

There was, after all, the precedent the scien- 
tific rule known The Principle Conservation 
Parity, according which nature possessed 
well-balanced quality symmetry which every 
existing object was balanced opposite mirror 
image that had respond the same law na- 
ture. (We, course, are aware that October 
1957 two young Chinese physicists were awarded 
the Nobel Prize for having destroyed experiment- 
ally the long accepted principle the so-called 
“parity And so, was reasoned, since there 
existed “aristotelian” system thought and 
along came someone who professed “non-aris- 
totelian” system, followed that the two were op- 
posites that had respond the same law 
nature. 

But came pass that there rose rhetor- 
ician. (The indefinite article stressed here for 
the same reason before: there were are 
other students the Lady the Lily and 
the Sword.) And this rhetorician proceeded 
prove that that non-aristotelian semanticist was not 
non-aristotelian all! fact, was aristotel- 
ian aristotelian could be! For, attempting

semanticist used aristotelian rhetoric! Where was 
the non-aristotelian rhetoric the world was await- 
ing? Apparently there was none. Nor could there 
one. For, rhetorical situation, even non- 
aristotelian functioned according 
precepts! (This appraisal much the same say- 
ing that there such thing pedestrian be- 
cause the attempt walk from Brooklyn 
Staten Island, for instance, such so-called pedes- 
trian must sit while being ferried across Upper 
New York Bay. Apparently one can not con- 
sidered true pedestrian unless can also walk 
the waters! 

The story might have ended here, except that 
the mirror image had respond the same law 
nature. 


And there arose another semanticist, who, 
taking his lance and mounting his warhorse, 
charged that the trouble with aristotelian rhetoric 
was that was anti-semantic! When this joust 
did not unhorse the rhetorician, later semantic 
champions contended that aristotelians “misunder- 
stood the meaning” the non “non-aristotelian” 
Non-aristotelian, they explained, did not mean 
anti-aristotelian. But this time the lines were 
sharply drawn and the barricades were piled 
high that the double, triple, and quadruple nega- 
tives just ricocheted all over the various quarterlies. 


Most recently have been told that semantics 
meta-aristotelian! That explanation, however, 
seems have made matters worse instead bet- 
ter, and the controversy seems have become more 
and more costive. 


Thus did the notion come about that rhetoric 
and semantics are antithetic. The upshot all 
simply that semantics does not have rhetoric 
and rhetoric does not have semantics, despite the 
need both for what the other can contribute

Styles rhetoric change much the same way. 
Just the spelling word may remain the same 
until its meaning changes part the continual 
process change language, the orthography 
rhetorical styles may remain the same while their 
sense, feeling, tone, and intention change part 
the same process. What sounded convincing, 
sincere, and effective hundred even fifty years 
ago may sound prolix, pedantic, and bombastic 
today. The study historic models can thus 
confusing the semantically unsophisticated 
insensitive critic. Willa Cather said that she read 
passage from the Bible start her off each 
day’s writing task.
